SCHOOL REPORT 


1903 


In making a report of our schools, we would first 
call the attention of everyone interested in the welfare 
of our children, tothe number of our schools. In 1898 
we had only five schools in town, the next year six, and 
now we have eight small schools. Fewer teachers 
could do the work and do it in a more satisfactory way 
than can be done under present conditions. The small 
school is expensive financially and intellectually. It 
invites inefficient, untrained, unprepared teachers; fails 
to excite emulation, and promotes stagnation, says the 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction. Parents in 
this town seem to think differently in regard to schools 
for their children, someone else’s children can walk 
or be conveyed to another school, but my children must 
have a school near home. 

As there were only two scholars left in Kempton 
Division, school was closed last year at the end of nine 
and three-tenths weeks, and this spring Mrs. Dozois was 
hired to teach these children three hours each day, for 
the remainder of the school year. 

After all the spring schools were in session, Ruel 
Il,.. Heath resigned as a member of School Board, and 
D. H. Peaslee was appointed to serve remainder of the 
year. 

This fall arrangements were made to have scholars 
in Fowler and Kempton Divison taught by Mrs. Fowler 
at her home. Another school was opened in Smith 
Division to accommodate those who have recently 
bought farms there; both schools had a term of twelve 


weeks. Our other schools had twenty-one weeks each, 
and in four of these schools we had the same teacher for 
both terms. 


_ In the fall flags were purchased for schools, not 
otherwise supplied, thus complying with law passed by 
last Legislature. Thanks are extended to those who 
erected flag-staffs in Smith, Morgan and Washburn 
Divisions, without any expense to the town.

Our Roll of Honor is creditable, but many more 
names could have been added if it had not been for one 
ortwo marks. Again, we urge parents to see that their 
children are present every day and at the beginning of 
each session. 


Thanking all those who have aided us in trying to 
elevate the standard of our schools, and hoping that 
hereafter you will lend a more helpful hand, and cheer 
the teacher and pupils occasionally by your presence in 
the schoolroom, we respectfully submit this report.
